THE fourth representation of the new Play, called The Lady 
of Lyons, attracted last night one ot the best houses of the season, 
not only were the pit and public boxes full, but nearly every 
one of the private boxes were tenanted by a party of fashionables. 
The Piay was received throughout with enthusiastic and genuine 
applause, and at the end, Macready and Helen Faucit were called 
forward, and loudly cheered. After Miss Faucit had retired, Mr. 
Macready thus addressed the audience : ‘‘ Ladies and Gentlemen, 
the applause with which you have honored this Play, induces me 
to make a few observations: it bas been said, and by parties 
whom I highly respect, that there were many political allusions 
in this Play ; this I deny, for there are no allusions but such as 
are pecessary to work out the story. The author, (whom I 
have the honor to krow,) would never have condescended to en- 
trap your applause by such means, nor would the licenser have 
suffered them to pass, and I myself should not have had the bad 
taste to permit them to be uttered here. If I may be allowed to 
couple so great a name with this subject, I would add that our 
divine Shakspeare is open to this accusation; but it is my priaci- 
ple, and the one on which I intend to conduct this Theatre, that 
artand literature have no politics.” He then announced the 
Play for repetition for to-night, and Friday, amidst loud cheers, 
The idle cavil which has been raised against the sentiments of 
this charming Play, will do it eventually a service, nothing is 
said out of place, nor which the personage who speaks might 
not be supposed to ba justified in saying, considering their reta- 
tive situations ; and those who can find out political allusions, 
must be very ingenious people, After the Play, a new Farce, in 
one act, called Mackintosh and Co., was acted for the first 
time, and received with hearty laughter and applanse. {| js 
from the pen of Mr. Kenney, who might have taken for its title 
The Taming of the Shrew, for such is in reality the plot of 
this bagatelle. Mrs. Henley is a dreadful termagant, and rules 
her husband by violence to bis unhappiness, aod that of her 
family, consisting of a son by a former marriage, and a niece of 
Mr. Henley, whose marriage she opposes. A gentleman 
calls on Mr. Henley, who is an announced as Mackintosh & Co., 
being the travelling partner of that firm; Mackintosh and Co, 
s00n fiod out how matters stand, lectures the husband how ta 
rule a wife, and finding that bis pupil bas not nerve enough to 
put his instructions in practice, he mndertakes to bring Mrs. 
Henley to reason, which he finally effects by threatening to ex- 
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plain to Mr Henley that he is ber first husband, Mr.O’Donohue, 
who divorced her for her v olent and unbearable conduct. The 
priacipal merit of this Lagatelle, consisted of the admirable mag- 
per in which it was acted. Mrs. W.Clifford looked and acted 


the vixen to the life, (a compliment,) and Bartley 
was capital ia the scene where he tried to get the upper hand of 
his termagant wife. Power had a part, that of Mackintosh & 
Co., pot exactly suited to him, but he acted itexcellently. Mr. 
Roberts was all that could be wished as the son, easy, natural, 
bandsome and young; for such a part no one on the s'sge is so 
well fitted. Fhe entertainments concluded with The Black 
Domino, cut down to two acts; the first being entirely omitted.
